W hat is Coexistence?

The term “ coexistence” is being 
tossed around pretty freely right 
now. That might be all right if 
there was agreement on what it 
means, hut there doesn’t seem to 
be. 
As used by men and nations iii 
many different places, coexistence 
has meaning-- that grade 
from 
white through shades of gray to 
black 
To all. it appears to mean an 
absence of shooting war 
The dif 
forenees 
arise over 
what men 
imagine will happen or i- happen 
ing vs hilt- this condition ol non 
violence persist 
To the Soviet leaders in the 
Kremlin, coexistence clearly does 
not mean a state* of happy com 
radeship with the free nations 
It 
spells opportunity for conquest by 
nonmilitary devices, for spreading 
its power through use ol all the 
economic and political wiles it can 
apply. 
It is war without gun* 
In the free* world 
some men 
see coexistence a 
amounting to 
actual surrender 
to Communist 
domination, or at the very least 
as weak kneed appeasement 
The 
logic* of this view* is th.it sooner 
or later Communists and free men 
must clash in war, since to do 
nothing is to lose 
At the other end of the scale, 
there are those who look upon co 
existence as practically 
synony 
mous with a glorious peace found­ 
ed on real understanding between 
East and West 
These men seem 
wailing to take Russian declarations 
of peaceful purpose at full value 
The people who fall in the gray 
zones between the extremes are 
neither pessimistic as the one nor 
as hopeful as tin* other 
They believe that, short of war, 
there is no way Communists can 
be* brushed off this planet. In con 
sequence, they believe that some 
way of living with them must he 
found. 
When they say that they 
do not mean living 
i i i friendship 
with them, or giving in to them 
They mean simply existing side 
by side. 
They have no 
illusions about 
Kremlin purposes They know Rus­ 
sia is an armed camp, and that 
when it is not shooting it is prac 
tieing 
warfare 
on every other 
imaginable front 
Thus they believe we fret* pro 
pies must be equipped at all times 
to defend ourselves, and must de 
velop political and economic pro 
grams that will keep tin* vulner 
able but sill] free sectors of the 
globe out of Tom mon ist hands 
By tin- definition of coexistence, 
free men are not to be sifting 
ducks, waiting to be surrounded 
by hostile animals moving ever 
closer 
They are men alert to 
their peril, strong enough to meet 
it. aggressive 
enough politically 
and economically to help lessen 
the danger in the world's soft spots 
Somewhere in this middle realm 
lies the policy Secretary of State 
Dulles and his Western diplomatic 
collaborators 
are trying to lay 
down. 
They are 
('arching for a 
path that can permit free men to 
live without guns beneath their 
pillows, in nightly fear of the Com 
monist trespasser 
They think it 
can be had without war 
Recently 
the eloquent Winston 
( hurchill voiced this hope 
“ We might even find ourselves, 
in a few years, moving along a 
broid causeway of peace and plen­ 
ty, instead of roaming around on 
the rim of hell.”

cularly in sections infested with 
rattlers, was a seriouv one in ear­ 
lier day

ing widely in southern illinois, that 
much of the following is found 
Perhaps the most popular rem 
edy was the alcohol treatment, na­ 
turally to be taken internally 
By 
this method the victim was given 
copious, very copain , amounts of 
alcohol 
According to the publish 
cd account the alcohol treatment 
began in South ( arolina during 
the Revolutionary War 
Soldier Bitten 
A highly intoxicated soldier from 
a regiment stationed at Charleston 
fell upon a rattler and was bitten 
several time- 
'I his soldier was 
not too drunk, however, to take* 
a few more drinks, and thus be­ 
come “ dead drunk.” Reports state 
that when he sobered up no injur­ 
ious effects whatever were to be 
m ted from the bites 
The venon 
“ had lain in massive inactivity 
tint ii its strength was lest ” 
A short time later another sol­ 
dier. likewise intoxicated, was bit­ 
ten by a rattier 
The regimental 
surgeon, according to the account, 
recalled the wonderful recovery 
made by the soldier previously bit­ 
ten 
He gave the second soldier 
“ whiskey by the pint.” until un 
consciousness resulted 
Recovery 
was reported as complete and with­ 
out any harmful effects 
Accounts 
of these 
two cases 
spread rapidly , and the treatment 
gained popularity 
There are re­ 
ports that men would even go hunt­ 
ing for poisonous snakes, incident­ 
ally taking along an ample supply 
of the prescribed antidote 
Discovery By Slave

solution of indigo and chamber Ive 
He said poultice of indigo or indigo- 
lard also shoulld be bound on the 
wound. 
Others prescribed an in- 
digo-alcohol salve Jewell also said 
that snake bites produce fever and 
that the one bitten should be giv­ 
en doses of epsom salts, rhubarb 
tea. or castor oil 
R. Ferguson from Perryton, Illi­ 
nois, advised the prompt and vig 
orous use of a very sharp pen 
knife 
He stated that he always 
earned one and had not failed in 
fifty cases to save the bitten vic­ 
tim 
According to this remedy one 
should vigorously jab away until 
blood flowed freely 
Thin eatery 
blood, or blood with a yellowish 
tinge, would indicate that the* in­ 
jected poison had been released. 
Half of Chicken Used 


Doctor M D Strong of Pulaski. 
Illinois, strongly urged that the 
wound made by the snake be cut 
out completely 
He cited cases in 
which he had done so with suc­ 
cess. 
Other remedies were used. The 
half of a freshly killed chicken, 
slit vertically and lengthwise and 
applied immediately, was deemed 
excellent 
A paste of alcohol and 
gunpowder was rated highly. 
A 
toad cut or trilled in two was about 
as effective as the half of chicken. 
The “ madstone” applied to the 
bites of dogs was also rated as an 
effective remedy for snakebites. 
The after effects of a snake bite 
were often unpleasant. At yearly 
intervals a painful rash, or ulcers, 
sometimes occurred 
A child bit­ 
ten by a poisonous snake might 
go about catching f l i e s between his 
forefinger and thumb, employing 
a very quick, striking motion like 
that of a snake. 
These after-ef­ 
fects could be avoided by having 
the victim drink cold tea from the 
roots of silcne inflata or cucubolus 
bt hen.

Adenauer's 
party scored an impressive \ ic 
tory in crucial slate elections in 
neighboring Bavaria 
By emerging again as the top

the Socialists 
wrecked Adenauer’s hope of oust

failed to gain absolute control of

More Prior Service 
Airmen Enlisting 
Into the A ir Force 


“ Three times as many prior ser­ 
vice airmen are enlisting again in 1 
the United States Air Force in 1954 
as compared with the number for 
last year,” it was announced here 
recently by M-Sgt Peter F. Derne 
diuk, local air force recruiter. 
During July, August and Septem­ 


ber 1954 a total of 6.312 airmen who 
took their discharge with no ap­ 
parent intention of returning to the 
.service nevertheless again enlisted. 
Compared 
to the 
same 
three 
months in 1953 only 2,141 in the 
same category came back in the 
service 
Prior .service airmen are those 
who enlist more than 90 days fol­ 
lowing their date of discharge. If 
airmen re enlist within 90 days fol­ 
lowing discharge, they are entitled 
to a number of benefits, according 
j to Sgt 
Deniediuk 
lf they wait 
until after the 90 day period they 
lose the substantially increased re­ 
enlistment bonus and at least one 
grade in rank 
Air force personnel believe the 
trend is due to two things: 
One, 
the airman who sacrifices his re­ 
enlistment benefits in order to try 
to make a career for himself in 
civilian life does not find condi­ 
tions to be as good for him as ex­ 
pected; and two, efforts of the air 
force to make careers more at­ 
tractive for the airman and his 
family are beginning to pay divi­ 
dends.
